port, possibly, today. The report in full
follows:
Your Committee on Publle Lands nnd

Bulldinges hands you herewlth a partlnl re-
port, covering the Institutions they havs
viplted. This report will be luﬁpiﬂmﬂﬂ"'d
with a second réport covering the remain-
Ing Institutions us soop as we get A& chance
to visit them,

We beg to state that we have made our
recommendations, having In mind the fact
that the state financlal condition mnkes It
necessary 1o practice economy in the ap-
propriations and we have refranined from
making recommerdations that we did not
conmider necessary for the proper conduct
of the different Institutions:

Home for the I'rilendlean, Lincoln,

We recommend the appropriation of §,000
for improvements and repaire, provided no
change i made In the locatlon of the In-
stitute.

Your commities found the different parts
of this institute In perfect order, the wants
of the Inmates carefully looked after and
have no criticlsms to offer,

It was suggested by the superintendent
that ¥ there was a little land connected
with an Institution of this kind so they
could ralse gome of thelr own vegatables,
ft would enable them to conslderably econo-
mige in the conduct of the institution and
add to the comfort of the Inmates,

State Penitentiary, Lincoln,

Your committes recommends that the ap-
ropriation asked for by the warden, $10,300
'or additional equipment, engine, boilers,
motors, repalrs, ote,, be allowed,

We would also recommend that the peni-
tentlary lands outside of Lancaster county
ba sold and the proceeds of same be in-
vested In lands close to the penitentiary,
provided that such lands can be purchased
at & reasonable price

The warden suggests that the roof pver
the east cell bullding, which Is of inflamma-

le material, should be replaced by u fire-

pof roof, the Investment in geells bein
copardized by the danger of the roof fajl-
ng in, In case of fire, which would destroy
the new cells,

We are satisfled that the warden is con-
ducting the affalre of this institution In a
very economical and satlsfactory manner,

State Farm,

We recommend an appropriation for a
water supply, heating apparatus and equip-
ment In the shape of electric machinery,
te., for the supplying of light and power,

our committes wera unable to report from
the estimates presented the cost of these
difforent items and hence make thelr rec-
ommendations in this form,

A woman's bullding, additional land, a
sewer syktem, house for swine, charge of
veterinary sclence bullding, ocottage for
employes, etc,, are desired by the director,
but we did not consider this required rec-
ommendation at our hands.

DEATH RECORD.

Adolph Yon Menszel.

BERLIN, Feb, $%.-—Adolph von Menge!,
the artist, died today. MHe was about 50
years old. His denth wua due to weak-
ness, superinduced by a severs cold. Men-
gel had been ldentified with the best In
Grrman art for aixty years and had been
trented by this generation with that rever-
ence and reapect which Germans love to
show to thelr old men. His quaint figure,
about Ave feet tall, with hat, eravat and
dress, suggesting the nNfties, war known
to most of the people of Berlin, for he
was often In the atreets walking for
pleasure and observing people. Ha sat iIn
& certaln restaurant almost every evening,
until last Friday, for &n hour or two
taking & glass of wine and walking home,
Mengel's work, even to within the Ilast
fiva yearsn, was regarded as very good, and
he worked every morning until taken 11,
He was often mentloned as the first artist
to recelve the higheat Prussian decora-
tion, the Black Eagle, conferred on him
by the present emperor, who held him in
much esteem.
